king Albemare know , that his Rapier is of an excel- 
lent temper, and yet his heart of a better : And A4lbe- 
| are ſceing hee muſt buy his viRtory dearer then hee 
expeRed,and diſdaining to be out-braued and beaten 
by .a boy , pluckes vp his beſt ſpirits and courage to 
him, and ſo likewiſe bchaues himſelfe manfully and 
valiantly : in ſuch ſort, that within lefle then a quar- 
ter ofan houre, Baretano hath giuen him fiue wounds, 
andhe Baretanvothree, when the Count of Martingue 
paſſing that way in his Coach towards Mil/az, and 
ſeeing two Gentlemen ſo buſily fighting,he cryes out 
tohis Coach-man, to gallop away with all celeririe, 
and ſoparts them; when ſeeing them full of blood,

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Staze and: Theatre of this Hi#ory : For hauing ſpent 
that money lewdly , which he before got damnably 
of Albemare, his wants are ſogreat, and his nece(- 
fitie ſo vrgent,as hauing played the murthererbefore, 
he makes no conſcience nor {cruple now to play the 
thicfe : and ſo by nightbreakes inro a Iewellers thop, 
named Sjgnior Fiamata , dwelling inthe great place 
before the Domo, and there carries away from him, a 
ſmall Trunke or Casket , wherein were ſome vncut 
Saphyrs and Emeralds, with ſome Yenice Chriſtall 
pendantsfor Ladics to weare intheir eares,and other 
rich commoditics : but Fiamata lying ouer his ſhop, 
and hearing it, and locking his dooreto him for feare 


footh the window, which ringing in the ſtreets,make 
ſome of the neighbours,and alſo the watch approach 
and aſſemble , where finding Pedro running with a 
Casketvnder his arme, he is preſently hem'd in, ap- 
prehended and impriſoned, and the Casket tooke 
from him, and againe reſtored to F;amats; when 
knowing that he ſhaldie for this robbery,as a juft pu- 
niſhment & judgement of God;now ſent him for for- 
merly murthering of Baretazo, he hauing no other 
hope to eſcapedeath but by the means of Albemare, 
he ſends earely the next morning for his man Yalerio, 
| to cometo the priſon to him;whom he bids to tel his 
maſter Albemare from him, that being ſure to be con-

bottles} of wine, for him to make merry, informing 
him that he hath obtainedbis pardon, and thar it is 


written, and wants nothing but the Ficeroyes ſigneto 
ir, which he ſhall haueto morrow at breake of day. 
But the wine of one of the bottles was intermixed | 
with ſtrong and deadly poyſon , which was ſo cun- 
ningly tempered, as it carried no'diſftatefull , buta 
pleaſing reliſhto the pallate : Yalerislikean execrable | 
villaine,proving as true a ſeruant to his maſter,as a re-' 
bellious and falſe one to his God, ke puncually per- 
formes this fearefull and mournefull buſineſſe;and ha- 
uing made Pedro twice drunke , firſt with his good 
|newes, and then with his poyſoned wine, heetakes | 
leaue of him that night, and committing him to his 
reft, promiſeth to be with him very early in the mor-: 
| ning with his pardon. Whenthis miſerable andbeaſt- 
[ly prophanewretch,neuer thinking ofhis danger, or 
death;of God,or his ſoule; of heauen,or hell, betakes 
| himſelfe to his bed , wherethe poyſon ſpreading ore 
| his vitall parts, ſoone bercaue him of his breath, ſen- 
ding his ſoule from this life and world to another. 
|; Now the next morning very early as the Gaoler |

cution, he finds him dead and cold in his bed;and thus

But toproceed with their Hiſtory, they are preſſed 


contrary,that the Caprtaine their father will ſo'ma- 


their Farther in their behalfe: thathe willnot enforce | 


-lefſe obey : which like a noble and deare brother hee |- 


; cannot | 
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cannot preuaile with him, norbring them any other 
| anſwere, then that they muſt and ſhall marry them, 
and onely them. 

Had this reſolution of their father beene more cur- 
teous, and lefſe rigorous towards his daughters, this 
Hiſtory of theirs,had not deſerued ſo much pitty and | 
compaſſion , nor would haue drawen ſo many fighes 
from the hearers , or teares from the Readers : for 
now ſeeing their father cruelly reſolued to offer vio- 
lence to theiraffetions, they begin to hate him., be- 
cauſe he wilnot better loue them. And here(O© here) 
they enter into deuilliſh machinations, and helliſh 
conſpiracies againſt him: for as he plots their diſcon- 
tents,ſo doe they his deſtruction. Fidelta and Cele- 
tina ſee their blood, and caule one, and therefore ſo 
they pretend ſhall betheir fortunes : they would re- 
ueale their intents and deſignes each to other, but the 
fac is ſo foule and vnnaturall, as for a whiles they 
cannot, but they need no other Oratory then their 
 owne ſullen and diſcotitented lookes, for either of 
them may read awhole Lecture of griefe and choller 
in each others eyes, till at length ryred with the im- 
portunity of their father, and the impaciency of Car- 
pi,and Alonteleoxe : Fidelea as the more audacious of 
the two, firſt breakes it to her ſiſter Celefina, in this 
manner. That ſhe had rather die, then be compelled 
to marry one whom ſhe cannot affeR : that the Ba- 
roz of Carpi isnot for her, nor ſhe for him, and that 
firh her father is reſolute inthis match, (although ſhe 
be his daughter) ſhee had rather ſee him laid in his 

graue, then her ſelfe in Carp/”s bedde, There needs 
not many reaſons, to perſwade that which we deſire, | 
For Cele#inatells her ſiſter plainely , that ſhe (in all

points) ioynes and concurres in opinion with her,ad-| 
ding withall, that the ſooner their father is diſpar.

But las, what helliſh 8 deuiliſhdavghters are theſe, 
ro ſeeke the death of their fathcr,of whom they have 
receiued their lives? who euer read of a Pazxracide 
more inhumanely cruell, orimpioully bloody * 1o it 
euer murther went vnreuenged, this willnor; for wee 
thall ſee the Authors and Actors thereof moſt ſencre- 
ly puniſhed for the ſame. Men and women may bee 
ſecret in their finnes, but God will be iuſt in his de- 
crees, and ſacred in his indgements: what a religious 
reſolution had it beene in them, to haue retired, and 
not aduanced in this their damnable attempt , but 
they arc too prophane,to haue ſo much pitty,and too 
outragious to hearken to this religious reaſon : yea, 
they are too 1impious to hearken to Grace, and too re- | 
aengefull and Bloody minded, to giue care citherto 
Reaſon, Ductie, or Religion, Sonow like two incenſed 
and implacable furies, they conſult how and inwhat 
manner they may free themiclues of their father: 
Fidelia propoſeth diugrs degrecs and ſeuerall forts of 
murthers, but Czle#iza likes none of them; in ſome 
ſhe finds teomuchdanger, in others too little afſu- 
rance; and therefore as young as ſhe is, ſhe inuentsa 
plot,as ſtrange as ſubtil,and as malitious & diabolical 
as ſtrange : ſhe informcs her, that to be rid of her fa- 
| ther, there cannot be a ſecurer courſe then to ingage 
the Baron of Carpi, and the Knight of C2onteleone 
to murther him : Fide/ia wonders hereat , ſaying, it 
will be impoſſible for them to be drawento performe 
; | | It » 
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it,fich they both know an ſee,that the Caprazne their 
father louesthem ſo well, as will ornill, they muſt be 
their husbands. But Czlrſtina's reuengefull plat is fur- 
ther fetcht,and more cunningly ſpunne : for ſhe hath 
not begun it, to leaue it raw and vnfiniſhed , butislo 
confident in her deuillith induſtry,as ſhe affirmes ſhee 
will perfe&t and make it good. Fidelja demaunds 
how. Celeſtina anſwereth, That they both muſt make 
a feigned and flattering ſhew, to change their diſtaſte, 
and now to affeR Carp;, and Honte-leone, whom be- 
fore they could not : that having in this manner 
drawen them to their lure, when they attempt to vrge 
Marriage, they ſhall bothagree to informe them, that 
it is impoſſible for them to obtaine it,whiles the Cap- 
tainetheir father liues, ſth albeit in outward appea- 
rance hee make a fairc ſhew to make them their huſ- 
bands, yet that he meanes and intends nothing lefle; 
for that he hath giuen them expreſſe charge and com- 


| mand (at any hand) notto loue or affet them; which 


1s the maine and ſole cauſe, that hath ſo long with- 
held them from making ſooner demonſtrations of 
theiraffeRions towards them : and this(quoth ſhee) 
will occafion and prouoke them to attempt it ; ad- 
ding, that by this mcancs, they may giue two ſtrokes 
with one ſtone,and ſo not onely be rid of our father, 
but likewiſe of Carpi and Monte-leone,who peraduen- 
ture may be apprehended, and executed for the fact, 
and for our ſategard and ſecurity,we will powerfully 


| coniure and {weare them to ſecrecie. 


There is no webb finer then that of the Spider,nor 


. [treachery ſubriller then that of a woman, eſpecially 


it ſhee contemne Charity for Reuenge, her Soule for 
her Body, God for Sathan, and conſequently Heauer 
| | for| 
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for Hell : how elſe could this young Lady lodge ſo 
reucngeful aheart in ſo ſweet a body ? or ſhroud ſuch 
bloody conceits and inuentions vnder fo faire and 
ſo beaurifull a complexion? - 

But the Panther,though his skinne be faire,yet his 
breath is infeQtious : and we many times 'ſee,that the 
| fouleſt Snake lurkes vader the greeneſt and beauti- 
fulleſt leaues. F:delia giues an attentiue care to this 
her ſiſters bloody Stratagem and deſigne : ſhee finds 
it ſure,and the probabilities thereof apparant and ea- 
fie,and therefore approues of it. So theſe two beau- 
 tifull, yet bloody fiſters vow, withour delay, to ſet it 
'on foot,and in practiſe. 'It is the nature of Rexenge, 
to looke forwards, ſeldome backwards : but did we 
| meaſuse the beginning by the end, as well as the end 
by the beginning , our affections would ſauour of far 
more Religion , and of farre leſſe impierie, and wee 
ſhould then reioyce in that which wee muſt now rc- 
pent, but cannot remedy. They take time at aduan- 
tage, and pertinently acquaint Carp/ and Morte-leone 
with it. The paſſions of affeRion prooue often more 
powerfull then thoſe of Reaſon, they ſuffer them- 
 ſelues to bee vanquiſhed and ledd away by the pure 
| beautie.and ſweet Oratery of theſe twodiſcontented 
and treacherous Ladies , without conſidering what 
poyſon lurkes vnder their ſpeeches, and danger vnder 


| rour , in relying more on the daughters youth, then 
the fathers grauitic ; on their verball,rhen his reall af- 
fection ; and ſo they ingage themſelues to the daugh- 
ters, ina very ſhort time to free them of the Captazne 
their father. It was a baſe vice in Gentlemen of their 
| ranke,to violate the Lawes of Hoſpitalitie,in ſo high 


| their tongues: They commit a grofle and maine er- | 
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a degree, asto kill him, who loued themſo dearcly, 

and entertained them ſo courteouſly;and it is ſtrange, 
that both their humours were ſo ſtrangely vitious, as 
to concurre and ſympathize in the attempt of this 
execrable murther : But what cannot vice performe, 
or Ladies procure of their Louers , at leaſt if they | 
loaye Beaurie better then Vertue , and Pleaſure, then 
Pierie? | | 

Captaine Bexeverte is many times accuſtomed af. 

ter dinncr to ride to his Vineyard, andnow and then 
to Alpiata,a neighbour village, where he is familiarly 
(if not too familiarly ) acquainted with a Tennants 
wife of his, whom he loued in her youth, and cannor 
forſake in her middle age : perſeuerance in viceneuer | 
makes a goodend- a fingleſinne is diſtaftfull; but the 
redoubling thereof, is both hatefull and odious to 
God. Carpi and Momte-leonetake their two Laquaies, 
Lorenzo and Anſelmo with them,aſſoone as they know 
the Captaize to be abroad , onely accompanied with 
his confident Gentleman Fiamento; and diſguiſing| 
themſelues,thcy watch him at the corner of a wood, 
where of neceſlitie hee muſt paſſe. The euent anſwe- 
reth their bloody expeRations and deſires : they ſee 
Benevente and Fiaments approching.riding a ſoft trot, 
whenlike ſo many Fiends and Deuils , they all foure 
ruſh forth the thickets, and(without any other forme) 
with their Swords and Piſtols, (aftcr ſome reſiſtance) 
kill them dead to the ground : | but this is not the end | 
of their helliſh malice and envy; neither 1s the vnſati- 
able thirſt of their reuenge yet quenched : for they 
| take theſe two murthered bodies (whoarea freſhree- 
| king and weltring in their blood) and carry them to a 
| neighbour hill, and ſothrow them down into a deepe 
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quarry full of rhicke buſhes and brambles, whereas 
they thought no mortall eye ſhould euer haue ſeene 
them more, & then and there they conſult vpon their 
flight. Carp reſolues ta take poaſt for Naples , and 
there for a time to ſhroud himſelfe among the multi- 
tude of the Nobilitie and Coaches, which grace and a- 
dorne that Citie :: And Monte-leone reſolues to hye 
towards Brunduſium , with intent, that if theſe mur- 
thers were reticaled, and himſclfe deteted and accu- 
ſed,he would there embarque himſelfe either for Ye- 
| #:ce, or Malta : but he hathnotas yet made hispeace| 
| and reckoning with God. 
| Leauewee Carpz, and his Laquay poaſting for Na- 
ples, and let vs ſee what accident will ſpeedily befall 
Monie-leone. It is impoſſible for murther togoe lo 
| vnpuniſhed; Moxte-leone and his Laquay Anſelmo ſhal | 
ere they ride farre, ſee this poſition verified inthem- | 
ſelues: He is prouided of two faire Geanets, one for 
himſelfe, the other for his Laquay , and having taken | 
his leaue of Carps, away he goes for Brunduſium ,but 
he hathnotridden paſt twelue miles, before his owne 
horſe fell downe dead vnder him, which doth ſome- 
thing afflit and amaze him; but this is but the leaſt | 
part of his miſery, and but the very beginning of his 
| misfortune; he is enforced to makea vertue of neceſ- 
ſitie, ſo he rides his Laquayes horſe, and he followes 
him on foot. It is impoſlible for a guiltie conſcience 
to be ſecured from feare : he ridesnarrow lanes, and 
by-wayes, but at laſtneere the village Blangquettelle he 
meets witha ſwift Ford, which is paſſable for horſe, 
butnot for foot : Here Morte-leone is conſtrained to| 
take vp his Laquay LAHnſeimobehind him., which hee|' 
doth.; but being in the midſt A horſe m_ ; 
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bles, and falls wirh both of them vnder him which 
1sdone ſo ſuddenly , that Monte-leone had no time to 
caft off his Laquay, and ſo they are both drowned, 
and haue neither the Grace nor power to breath, or 
fpeake a word more. 

Gods indgoments are fecrer and inſcrutable : had 
they had time to repent, they had oncly loſt their 
liucs; whereas now it is rather to be feared, then wi- 
ſhed, they likewiſe runne the hazard of their ſoules; 
| But as it is avertue to thinke and ccnſure charitably 
of the dead, ſo itmuſt needs be a vice to-doe the con- 
'trary. Heretofore they thirſted for blood, and(loc) | 
now they haue their fill of warer.. AIl Elements are 
the ſeruants of God, but theſe rwo of fireand water, 
are the moſtterrible, the moſt impetuous. We haue 
but one way to come intothe world, butdiuers togoj 
out of it : This is ateſtimony of our weakneſle,and 
of Gods power. 

By this time Captaine Bexevente, and his man 
Fiamentoare found wanting, and nonewes tobe had | 
them: his houſe rings,& refounds with ſorrow, all his 
ſeruants & friends mourn and lament for his abſence, 
j and his two accurſed daughters ,they ſeeme to be all 
' inteares heereat :. but wee ſhall ſhortly ſee this their 
| hypocrifie and difſimulation both detected and re- 
| uenged. They lay all the Country topurchaſenewes 
of thcir father, and ſpeedily by poaſt advertiſe their 
brother cAl/caſero hereof at Naples, who amazed 
| hereat, comes away with all poſiible ſpeed and expe- 
- dition : His two ſiſters and himfelte wonderfully 
| mourne and lament for the abſence of their father; 
Eandnow-ſecing fiue dayes paſt, and no newes of him, 
-they beginto Fi peR and feare, that he is made nw |

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and murthered ;; and becauſe Fiamento was alone. 
with him.they ſuſpeR him of the fact, whichthey are 
the fooner induced to belecue, in regard hee is fled, 
and not'to bee found : but they ſhall ſoone ſee the 
contrary ;- and that as hec was a faithfull ſeruant ro 
their father his maſter, during his life, ſo hee was a. 
true companion to him in his death. And although 
Alcaſero his ſonnevſe all poſſible zeale and induſtry 
to find out his father,yet ith Earth-cannot,now Hea- 
 uen will reueale the newes, and ſight of him. For as 
ſome neigbouring Gentlemen ( his linsfolkes and | 
friends) are hunting of a Stagge neere A!piata, they 

purſue him on horſebacke ſome five or ſixe houres, 
andatlaſt being tyred, he runnes for refuge an-ſhel- 
ter, thorow the buſhes andbryers, into the ſame olde | 
Quarry , where the dead bodies of Captaine Beye- 
vente, and his man Framento were throwen. The 
Gentlemen Hunters deſcend fromtheir horſes , and 
| with their ſwordes drawen, enter purpoſely to kill 
rhe Stagge, which they performez when caſting aſide 

their eyes, they lee two dead mens bodies, one neere 
the other, whoſe lcggs, hands, and faces the Crowes 
had pitifully mangled and defaced. They are amazed 
| [atthis mournefull and vnlooked for ſpectacle, when 
2pproaching todiſcerne them, they by their elothes, 
find,and know them to be Captain Beneverte,and his 
Gentleman F:iamento. They arc aſtoniſhed & amazed 
hereat;zand ſo oneof them rides backe poaſt to O7ran- 
to,to acquaint Alcaſerohisſonne hereof, who melting 
{1nNto tearcs, returnes with him neere to A/priatu; where 
to his vnſpeakeable griefe, hee ſees the dead bodyes 
| both of his father and F/amento, which before all 
the Hunters he cauſed to be ſearched , and finds that

CAlceſero, and the whole company grieueand 
lament at this ſorrowfull newes;they know well that 
Fiamento did not ſet vypon the Captaine his father, and | 
that neither of them had Piſtolls : and though they 
might imagine it done by theeues,. yet they were 

uickly cleared of that iclouſte and ſuſpition,becauſe 
they finde rich Rings on his maſters fingers,and ſtore | 
| of gold in his pockets : So they referring the diſco- | 
uery of this bloody and damnable murther to Tzme, | 
and to Ged, the Author and giver of Time, Alcaſers 
| cauſeth the dead bodies, firſt of his father,then of F:. 
amentoto be layd ina Coach, which he had purpoſe- 
ly cauſed to be brought thither, and ſo accompanicd 
with all the Gentlemen, returnes with it to 0trapte, 
where all the whole Citie lament and bewayle his
